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: CHAP. Il, 


1. "THe firſt appearance of Chriſt was in the: 
fleſh, above ſixteen hundred years ago i 
the Land of Fudea,unto the people of the Jews, the 
on!y-then-vifible-Church upon the Earth. There it 
was that the Word was made Fleſh; and amongſt 
that people hed welt for a while, fome of whom be- 
. held his Glory, the glory as of the only begotten: of 
the Father, full of grace and truth. There it was'that 
the Eternal Son of God was made Man, - being con» 
Ah ceived miraculouſly by the power of the Holy 
39 Ghoſt, in the Womb ofthe Virgin Mary, without 
2 the contamination of Original Sin, which all ordi- 
, nary Conceptions do introduce : His real Mother, 
.and ſuppoſed Father were both of the Tribe: of Fu 
dab, and of the Lineage of David, and he was bore 
in the Town of Bethlem. according to the Seripturt 
\ predictions 3 qwho, after he had lived thirty years is 
obſcurity, was baptized by Fohy Baptiſt, his Fore« 
runner and Harbinger s in whoſe Baptiſm; - wher 
Fobn (aw the 'Heavyens opened, ahd -the. Spigit” 
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oppearance to Yudgment- _ 
Geddeſcending like a Pove,and lighting upon him, 
anl heard the voice from the excellent Glory, ſay- 
ing, This is my beloved Son in whom T am well pleaſed': 
He gave his teſtimony concerning him, that he was 
the Son of God,and the Lamb of God, 'who taketh 
away the'fins of the World. Who after his own bap» 
tiſm and temptation,and Fohy's impriſonment,made 
his appearance more openly unto Iſrael, ſhewing 
forth his glory, not in outward pomp and ſplendor, 
but ina more high,eminent, and wonderful manner, ' 
alrogether Divine, exceeeding the imitation of any 
Earchly Monarch in the World. 

He (hewed forth the glory of his Power,in the Mi- 
racles which he did work, namely in- opening the 
eycs of the blind, and ears of the deaf; in looſing 
the tongue of the dumb, and the'bonds of other in- 
hrmitics,in clenfting the Lepers, and healing other 
difeaſcs' with a word in cafting out Devilsafter 
long poſicfſion 3 in calming the Seca and Wind when 
boiſterous and ſtormy 3 in raifng up the dead,” be- 
fore and after burial for {ume days, and the like. 


He ſhzwed forth the glory of his Knowledge, in © 


looking\into'the hearts of thoſe which came unto 
him,being able to perceive their moſt ſecret thoughts 
and' imaginations, '-and needed not that any ſhould 
teſtifie of man, for he knew what was in-man. 

'-Heſhewed forth the glory of his Wiſdom, in his . 
moſt wiſe anſwer, to the enſnaring queſtions of the 
Phariſees and others, inthe moſt excellent and Hea« 
venly doQrine which he Preached,- wherein he did 
not teach his Diſciples ſubtile and empty ſpeculati- 
ons,which the greateſt wits in the world have. buſt» 
ed themſelves about, bur great ſfoul-ſaving truths; 


I Indeed he revealed ſome great and deep: myfteries © 


(above the reach of _the higheſt wit of the greateſt 
S$holar, without the teachings of his Spirit) which

were momentous and needful in order unto practice, 
but the greateſt' part; his doGrine,, was plain and 
eahte. | 
He ſhewedforth the glory of his Holineſs, in his 
exact walking, and perfect obedience unto the Law 
of God, without the leaſt deviation or fin. 

He ſhewed. forth the glory of his Goodneſs and 
Tenderneſ; towards the children of men in going* a» 
bout todo them good, and give ſuccour to them 
which were in miſery, caſting out none which came 
unto him. 

Eſpecially he ſhewed forth the-glory of his Mercy 
and finite Love to his own people in ſubmitting to 
{o low a condition as he liv'd in for their ſakes in - 
humbling himſelf, and becoming obedient unto 
death, even the curſed, diſgraceful painful death of 
the Croſs, befides the ſoul-miſeries which he ens 
dured through ſenſe of Gods Wrath due for their 
' fin, that he might ſatisfie Gods Juſtice, anddeliver 
them from eternal'Death and Wrath to come, . and 
purchaſe life' and glory for them. 

-. Thus Chriſt lived, and thus Chriſt died for our 
fins, according to the Scriptures, and- being dead, 
the bonds of death-could not hold him, neither did 
the Holy Oae (ee corruption, but, the third day:roſe
